The present Belfast station of the British 
Broadcasting Company is not very satistfac- 
tory for listeners who reside ouiside the 
immediate north-eastern counties, and this 
difeulty has been engaging the attention of 
the Broadcasting Company for a considerable 
time. It mow has been decided to erect 4 
new station of much greater power some 
miles west of Belfast. The exact location 
of the new station has not been fixed, but 
I understand that the authorities of the 
B.B.C, are looking for a flat field or fields 
of about thirty acres on an elevated position, 
not .mere than fifteen miles from Belfast, 
preferably on the west side of the city. It 
is believed that the hills surrounding Belfast 
have a ‘“‘blanketing effect upon the trans- 
missioh, and the new station will either be 
on the top of the hills or on the west side 


of them. 
GREATER POWER. 

In conversation with the Director of the 
Belfast. Station to-day | was informed that 
the new station would be of much 
greater power than the existing one, 
which 1s 1 ‘kilowatt. The new station, 
he ‘said, will be at least ten kilowatt, 
and may be nearer twenty, according to what 
eventually may be considered necessary. to 
give adequate reception in every corner of 
the Six County area, This will compare 
favourably with many of the Continen-al 
stations, such as Brussels, which has a station 
of twenty k.w., thonch. it will not. he so 
powerful as the new German station. (Mah- 
lacker). Oslo and Rome, each of which have 
stations of 75 k.w. The London. Regional 
station” is 75 k.w., and the North British 
Regional 70 k.w.

“Construction of the new station is expected 
to begin next year, and the equipment will

BELFAST, Friday, 
ISCOUNT Charlemont, Northern Minister 
V of Kducation, presided this afternoon 
at the annual meeting of the Associa- 
tion for the Employment of the industrious 
Blind. 

Viscount Charlemont, moving the adoption 
of the report, expressed his pleasure at having 
heen asked to accept the Presidency of the 
Association, though he greatly regretted the 
tragic circumstances which made an appoint- 
ment necessary. He never knew of any work 
that the jate Lord Dufferin undertook to 
which he did not give his whole soul, and 
institution was no exception to the 
rule, cz i 
Proceeding, he said that the Minister of 
Fducation and the local education authorities 
had, by the Education Act of 1925, a special 
interest in the education of the blind children, 
but, after they had completed their ele- 
mentary stage, the responsibihty passed into 
the hands another Ministry, the Ministry 
of Home A fairs. 
, The education of blind children, and, 
indeed. all afflicted children, was directed 
not. only towards giving them as full an 
opportunity as their impaired. faculties would 
shoe of acquiring the rudiments of ordinary 
learning, but it also had specially to be 
directed towards fitting them to take their 
laces in society in after life, and to be as 
nearly sel{-supporting as possible. 

PUBLIC SUPPORT. 

Vo this end particular attention had always 
been. given to the more practical subjects. 
Although the State and the local authorities 
assumed their share of 
the responsibility for blind people, it. was 
obvious that Associations such as theirs 
must continué to depend to a great extent 
on the support of the charitable public. 
Public support could be given in two ways 
by purchasing the finished articles which 
were produced in the workshops, and by sub- 
scriptions, and considering the difficult times 
the accaunts were very satisfactory. 

Mr. William Sweeney, seconding, said that 
the blind folk as a body did not want 
charity; they wanted work. If the citizens 
helped the iristitution and purchased the 
artwjes made there they would not ra 
ba supporting the organisation that did suc 
a fite work, but they would be helping the

“The future is only the past entered 
through another door,” Panla Tanqueray 
says only a few moments before she decided 
to facé the future in another world. She 
had found this world so small that those 
whom she had known intimately in her past 
persisted in coming into her every movement 
in the present, and had decided that a future 
of a similar kind was more than she could 
contemplate. 

Paula Tanqueray is always a piquant 
figure in the theatre, and at the Gaiety 
Theatre last night the audience thoroughly 
enjoyed renewing acquaintance with her. She 
held the attention. of her andience from the 
moment: of her first entry until that last un- 
foreseen moment when Ellean screams the 
knowledge of her dread ‘discovery.’ At the 
fall of the final curtain the entire company 
was vigorous!y applauded by a delighted 
audience.

A friend who has recently been in 
Vienna tells me that he prefeis the 
Austrian capital to any other city in 
spp SS At the end of the War Austria 
was defeated and poverty-stricken, but her 
unfortunate plight failed to damp the 
courage and enthusiasm of the Viennese. 
They were determined that their city 
should retain her musical and intellectual 
pre-eminence no matter what the cost 
might be. As a matter of fact. it has 
been heavy. Vienna, for instance, spenas 
£100,000 a year on opera alone. This is 
not entirely loss; for the opera attracts 
visitors from all over the world. and brings 
a good deal of trade to the city. 

The Viennese solution of the housing 
problem is even more interesting. My 
friend went to see some of the forty 
thousand workmen’s fiats, built at a cos! 
of £11,000,000. ‘‘hese buildings are care- 
fully cosigned in blocks, so that every 
flat gets the fullest possible supply of 
light and air. They have courtyaras with 
swimming pools, and paddling pools for 
the children, and here and there a few 
trees or a piece of sculpture. Not only 
are these flats beautifully kept, as if the 
tenants are proud of them, but the whole 
city appears to be a model of the same 
order and cleanliness. 


An Expensive Luxury. 


Those: of us who grumble at what they 
corsider the exorbitant price of bottled 
perfumes, would do well to reflect that the 
processes of extracting the fragrant 
essence from flower petals is very costly. 
Rose leaves yield about two tablespoons 
of oil from four hundredweight of 
blossoms. In its concentrated form the 
Oil is not particularly pleasant to the 
noie, and needs to be heavily diluted he- 
fore the attractive fragrance of the rose 
becomes apparent, 

Four hundredweight of jasmin flowers, 
they say, yield only one teaspoonful of 
essential oil. The distilling process is 
lengthy and tedious, and the. buttery mass 
which remains is valued roughly at ten 
pounds an ounce.

Communal creameriés 
have now been organised on a colossal scaie 
to make butter and cheese of the milk pro 
duced on huge State farms, stocked with care 
fully selected cows, chosen for their milk 
givin; qrstities, and for the butter-fat yield 


of that milk.

CAR HURLED OVER 
EMBANKMENT. 


HREE lives were lost and one young 
woman was injured in a collision at 
a level crossing on the Great Northern 
between Omagh and 
Beragh Stations, Co. Tyrone, last night, 
when a special passenger train from 
Londonderry to Dungannon struck a motor 
car. 
The three persons killed were Mrs.. 
Minnie Armstrong, of Garvaghey, Irvines- 
town ;-Miss Sophie Armstrong, of Feglish, 
Irvinestown, and Hugh Maguire, of 
Irvinestown, driver of the car, 
The injured woman, Miss Bridget 
Morse, is a niece of the two dead women. 
Her injuries are not regarded’ as serious. 
The party ‘were driving from Omagh 
towards Sixmilecross, and had reached 
the centre of the crossing when the train 
struck the ear broadside on. The impact 
was severe, and the car was hurled over. 
the embankment, some portions being 
eartied along about two hundred yards 
in. front of the engine. ii 
Mrs. and Miss Armstrong were dead 
when picked up. ret. 
Maguire was found unconscious - and 
severely injured beside the railway track. 
Miss Bridget Morse was removed to 4 
cottage, and assistance was rendered by 
the train staff and passengers. The line 
was strewn with wreckage. 
Doctors and Constabatacy from Omagh 
arrived, and the two dead women were 
taken to Omagh. Maguire was removed 
to Tyrone County Hospital, where he died 
within two hours. 


ENGINE DRIVER'S STORY. 


The accident cast a gloom over the en- 
tire community, who received the first 
intimation when ‘the train arrived in 
Dungannon half-an-hour late. 

Mr. J. Devlin, who was a passenger on 
the train, said that the train was travel- 
ling at a good pace, when there was a 
sudden grinding of brakes, and on going 
to the head of the train they found a mud- 
guard and the radiator of a motor car on 
the tender. On going to the level-crossing 
they found the two women, twenty or 
thirty yards from each other. Both were 
dead. They then found the third woman, 
who was not seriously injured. 

Further on lay Mr. Maguire, who ap- 
peared to be past human aid. They did 
what they could for the injured until 
medical assistance arrived. 

The engine-driver, Patrick Campbell, 
Dungannon, who appeared ta be very much 
affected by the-accident, said he first saw 
the car entering the level-crossing, and 
although he jammed on the brakes, he 
realised that a callision: was inevitable. If 
the car had heen a fraction of a second 
sooner it. would’ have éscaped, as it was 
the back portion which was hit. It was 
turned right around and smashed to 
matchwood. The mudguards and the 
radiator were flung behind the engine, and 
portions of broken glass were found in the 
tender. He did all he could to avoid the 
accident, and he was surprised that it had; 
occurred, as he always sounded his whistle 
when approaching the level-crossing.

MR. HENDERSON’S HOPES 
AND FEARS.

The Foreign Secretary (Mr. gry: 
Henderson) discussed disarmament in hi 
speech at the dinner of the Foreign Press 
Association last night in London. | 

The Covenant of the League of Nations, 
he said, recognised that disarmament must 
go hand-in-hand with arbitration, and 
that arbitration alone could’ not make 
peace secure. Happily, in the field of 
cisarmament progress had been made. 

Referring to the fortheoming Disarina- 
ment Conference, he said that it was us¢- 
less to pretend that the spirits of 
suspicion, distrust and insecurity which 
so plagued the old diplomacy had been 
effectively banished, and he did not 
believe that they “would be, effectively 
banished until, and unless, we could 
complete thé work’ of ° disarmament 
contemplated in the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles and in Article 8 of the 
Covenant of the League, and until 
nations kad greater reliance upon the 
solemn obligations entered into by their 
representatives to the League of Nations 
and under other engagements. It was im- 
possible, therefore, to over-estimate the 
‘Importance which they, and he. indeed, 
thought he could safely say, all parties 
in this. country, attached to the success 
of the Disarmament Conference. A success- 
ful Disarmament Conference would do 
more than any other single factor towards 
removing, or at any rate minimising, the 
dangers of economic depression.

Mr. Henry Summers, chairman of John 
Summers and Sons, Ltd., Hawarden 
Bridge Steel Works, Shotton, Flintshire, 
has announced that the firm have re- 
luctantly been compelled to close down 
entirely their steel plant at Shotton and 
to purchase steel from the Continent, 
thereby throwing not only their own men 
out of employment, but an equal, or 
larger, number engaged in auxiliary 
industries. 

“ We find,” he says, “ that our com- 
petitors on the Continent, with efficient 
works, have only a fraction of the burdens 
to carry that have been thrust upon us.” 

The firm also stated that until twelve 
or thirteen months ago they were able to 
keep the greater part of their plant work- 
ing, finding employment for ‘about six 
thousand persons and paying weekly 
wages amounting to £26,000. At present 
the latter amount had fallen below an 
average of £6.000. Exports ,had fallen 
from 90 per cent. of their product to 25 
per cent., and at the present. time the 
surplus make of steel on the Continent 
was being dumped in this country at 
prices with which it was impossible te 
compete.

FEARS OF UNITED STATES’ 
GRAIN STOCKS.

BERLIN, Friday. 

With the return of the Cabinet,: politi- 
cal activity has been resumed in Berlin. 

The Chancellor, Dr. Bruening, has 
already had a conference with Herr 
Schiele, the Minister of Food, on the ques 
tion of Germany's future policy with re- 
gard to Customs tariffs, without, so far, 
any definite result. There is a tendency 
im agricultural circles, which is said to 
be shared by the Minister himself, to 
increase the Customs tariff on such ne- 
cessities as wheat, butter, cheese and eggs. 

The Social Democrats, on whose sup- 
port Dr. Bruening has to rely, are 
opposed to any increase. They even de- 
mand a temporary reduction of the 
Customs duty on wheat, as well as on 
barley for fodder purposes. : 

The acrarians warn the Government not 
to adopt the suggestion of the Socialists 
and not to think too little of the danger 
threatening Germany due to the liquids- 
tion of the big grain stocks in the United 


States.

F.A. TO SUPPORT IRISH F.A. 
PROPOSALS.

thrower shall not again play until the ball has 
been played by another player,” this to be penal- 
ised by a free kick being awarded to the opposite 
side. 
Such a proposal if eventually made law would 
mean alteration to Law 17, which sets out various 
infringements for which a free kick should be 
awarded.
